Ottawa.—The Royal Society of Cun- 
ada met in the Normal school, under 
the presidency of Dr. Geoige Bryce, 
of Winnipeg. 

Dr. Bryce, president, in his open- 


ing remurks, stated that it had been, 


hoped to have Ambassador 
Bryce, from Washington, to deliver a 
lecture, but that Sir James had been 
unable to come. He also exp.ained 
what the Royal society had done in 
getting the government to establish 
an ethnological depaitment of the geo- 
logical survey, for which purpose two 
grants had been secured. he gov- 
ernment had also promised that space 
would be given in the new museum 
for the storage of the valuable library 
of the society. 

The evening fixture was the _presi- 
dential addiess by Rev. Dr. George 
Bryce. As a preliminary, Dr. J. W. 
Robertson, chairman of the royal 
commission on technical education 
and other members of the commission 
in the city were introduerd, and Dr. 
Robertson in a short address explain. 
ed to the members of the Royal so- 
ciety the objects which are being 
aimed at by the commission. In a 
word, he said it was to gat‘er infor- 
mation in which it will make Cana- 
dians better fitted for their jobs. Al- 


ready the evidence of over 688 people | 


had been taken and when the work 
was concluded the members hoped 
that they would have acvomplished 
something which would make Canada 
a better country in which to live. 

The address by Dr. Bryce, on ‘The 
Canadianization of western Canada,” 
was marked with a h‘gh no‘e of op- 
timism. It was largely historical, the 
speaker tracing the story of the west- 
ern country from the time it was 


taken over from the Hudson's Bay} 


company to the present time. British 
sentiment, he said, had elways been 
strong in the west. 
by the Hudson’s Bay company in the 
beginning, and had remained strong; 
ever since. In Winnineg there was 
more real British sentim.nt than in 
the good city of Toronto, Dr. Bryce 
could not see that it was liable to be 
lessened by the large influx of foreign 
people. Eastern Canada in its early 
days, he said, had succeeded in as -imi- 
lating a large number of foreign born. 
Western Canada could be depended 
upon to do the same. 

Speaking more particularly of the 
so called American iavasion, Dr. 
Bryce said that not more than twenty 
per cent. came from pure American} 
stock. Eighty per cent. were Cana-, 
dians who were returning from the 
United States and immediate descend. 
ants of reorle of Europe»n birth. The 
new arrivals prefer Canada to the 
United States for a varity of reasons. 
They prefer Canadian laws, and the) 
way in which they are administered. | 
They consider that Canndian schools 
are better than thos» of the United 
States, that there is better control of 
railways and that as a consecuence of| 
these conditions, are better for farm- 
ers.

| INTERNATIONAL FIELD SURVEY 
1S WELL UNDER WAY 


‘Work on Boundary Line Between 
; Alaska and Canada is Nearing a 
|  Finish—Many Difficulties Encount- 
ered by Survey Parties—Contem- 
| plate Use of Airships to Cover In- 
accessibie Regions. 


Dawson.—A review of the surveying, 
‘blazing and monumenting of the 
boundary line between Alaska and 
Cunada is given by one of the mem- 
‘bers of a detachment of the survey 
corps, which has just arrived here on 
its way to Vancouver, after having 
{completed the field work for the sea- 
‘sun of 1910. He says: 

“The  Canada;Alaskan boundary 
survey work, which has been on for 
years past, is slowly drawing to a 
close. Abready the international 
| line between British Columbia and the 
Alaskan’ side from Portland canal to 
Mount St. Elias is practically deter- 
mined, The boundary between Yu- 
kon territory and Alaska from  8t. 
Elias north, follows the one hundred 
and foity-tirst meridian to the Arctic 
jocean, and traverses for the greater 
part of its 600 miles a virgin coun- 
try still unsettled and in some parts 
unapproachable. Thus the unbroken 
| wilderness of snow and ice through- 
out the Mount St. Elias ranges has 
never yet been crossed by man, and 
for its survey the use of an airship 
is contemplated. 
| The international line north of the 
| mountains and up to the Porcupine 
river has been practically finished 
{northward to the Arctic ocean re- 
|this summer, and only the surveying 
mains to be done.”

Vancouver, B.C,—It is almost a cer- 
tainty that the proposed branch of the 
‘Grand Trunk Pacific between Fort 
‘George and Vancouver will traverse 
the Lillooet’ district and strike the 
Canadian Pacific at or near Agassiz 
station.
